Probably the most troubled 
new show of the season, “Part¬ 
ners” stars Loni Anderson and 
Lynda Carter, two of the big¬ 
gest names in television, as de¬ 
tectives. A zillion off-color jokes 
are possible, but the show may 
turn out funnier than all of 
them. Of the first four episodes 
completed, only one matches 
what NBC hoped for, but if you 
have the feeling some viewers 
won’t care, you could be right. 
Anderson and Carter portray 
Sydney Kovak and Carol Stan¬ 
wyck, who inherit a detective 
agency from the man who, at 
different times in his life, was 
married to each of them. It’s all 
played for laughs; so far, 
though, NBC ain’t laughing. 
Ex-Miss America Vanessa Wil¬ 
liams, is due to guest star in the 
premiere on Saturday, Sept. 22 
at 7 p.m. but that might 
change.
